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BREAD  GRAINS 

Canada  .reports  low  wheat  crop 

A  preliminary  official  estimate  places  the  total  1931  Canadian,  wheat 
crop  at  271,400,000  bushels  against  397,872,000  bushels  for. 1930.    The  area 
producing  the  current  crop  has  "been  revised  to  24,109,000' acres  against 
24,897,000  acres  last  year.    Rye;  acreage  is  now  placed. at  983,000  acres  and 
the  preliminary  production  is- 7,57.6,000  bushels;  barley  acreage ,  4,074,000 
acres  and  72,516,000  bushels;  oats  acreage  13,650,000  and  production  of 
339,380,000  bushels. 

Favorable  grain  harvesting  weather  was . experienced  in  western  Canada 
during  the  past  week  with  threshing  well  advanced  in  Manitaba  and  under  way 
in  "Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.    There  was  considerable  acreage  in  southern 
Saskatchev/an  and  Alberta  being  left  for  feed.    The  late  crops  were  maturing 
well  with  no  harmful  frost  to  date.    Marketings  up  to  this  time  are  light 
compared  with  last  year.    Eastern  Canada  needs  moisture  for  pastures  and 
root  crops.    The  cereal  harvest  was  practically  completed  in  eastern  Canada. 

...   ■ Progress  made  in  Russian  autumn  sowings 

The  current  autumn  grain  sowing  campaign  showed  greater  progress  than 
last  year  up  to  September  3,  according  to  a  cable  of  that  date  from  Agricul- 
tural Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  work,  however,  was  hindered  by  a  short- 
age of  moisture  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  Middle  Volga  region  where  June 
and.  July  rainfall  was  reported  at. about  one-fourth  of  normal.    The  peak  of 
the  sowing  season  in  the  Middle  Volga  region  is  regarded  as  the  end  of 
August,  but  only  25  per  cent  of  the  plan  for  fall  sowings  was  completed  up 
to  August  25.    Total  area  sown  .up  to  August  25  was  14,218,000  or  13.4  per 
cent  of  the  plan,  with  8,896,000  acres  sown  to  the  same  date  last  year. 
The  plan  for  winter  wheat  in  Ukraine  is  around  17,297,000  acres  which  is 
about  25  per  cent  over  last  year.  .  ;     .  , 

European  harvest  conditions 

In  Russia,  168,028,000  acres  of  cereals  were  cut  up  to  August  25  vfcich 
is  about  78  per  cent  of  their  area,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    Of  this  acreage',  / 
59,304,000  acres  were  threshed,  66,717,000  acres  of  grains  were  stacked  and  ^ 
42,007,000  acres  of  the  cut  grain  still  remained  in  the  field.    The  winter 
wheat  crop  was  reported  much  better  than  spring  wheat,  although  above  normal 
winter-kill  apparently  occurred. 
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In  Germany,  threshing  results  were  disappointing  for  "both  wheat  and 
rye,  especially  rye  in  Germany,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.    The  quality  of 
wheat  varies  greatly  with  considerable  amounts  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  quality  of  rye  was  reported  to  be  relatively  better  than  wheat  .  Mr. 
Steere 's  estimate  of  wheat  production  in  Germany  was  again  lowered,  now 
reported  at  150,648,000  bushels.    The  average  weight  per  bushel  of  French 
wheat  was  reported  from  42  to  44  pounds.    Trade  sources  now  estimate  the 
wheat  crop  at  a  maximum  figure  of  257,203,000  bushels,  of  which  1  3,372,000 
bushels  will  be  unfit  for  milling.    About  144,173,000  bushels  were  expected 
to  weigh  44  pounds  to  45  pounds  and  108,130,000  bushels  about  42  pounds  or 
below  that.    At  least  25  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat  crop  was  harvested  damp. 

The  yields  in  C z e cho s 1  o  vaki a  are  generally  expected  to  be  below  aver- 
age and  much  below  last  year,  with  winter  cereals  worse  than  spring  cereals. 
The  quality  of  wheat    in  Belgium  was  deteriorating  due  to  rain  and  a  good 
share  is  thought  to  be  unfit  for  milling.    Wheat  yields  in  Spain  are  reported 
as  very  irregular  with  trade  reports  placing  the  harvest  at  14,000,000  bu- 
shels below  last  year.    Lithuania  crops  were  reported  as  fairly  good  except 
rye  which  was  about  50  per  cent  below  last  year.    Poland' s  official  report 
was  that  wheat  equals  last  year,  rye  is  below  last  year  and  barley  and  oats 
are  above  last  year.    Estonia  estimates  the  wheat  crop  about  equal  to  last 
year's  crop. 

Fneat  production  in  1930 

-  Downward  revisions  in  the  wheat  crops  of  Hungary  and  Poland  received 
during  the  past  week  resulted  in  the  smaller  total  for  34  countries  appear- 
ing in  the  table    below.    These  r evisions ,  however,  are  too  small  to  have 
any  significant  effect  upon  the  season's  total  northern  Hemisphere  wheat 
crop  as  against  that  of  last  year.

Continental  European  import  markets  were  quiet  during  the  week 
ended  September  3,    but  better  interest  in  good  foreign  wheat  was  evident, 
Mr.  Steere  cables.    Hollands  buying  was  limited  mostly  to  Russian  wheat. 
Belgium  showed  some  interest  in  Russian,  Manitoba  and  Danubian  wheats  with 
wheat  from  the  Danube  being  offered  freely.    Prices  were  lower  in  Prance 
due  to  increased  offers  and  better  weather  conditions;  however,  the  weather 
was  again  unfavorable.    Domestic  wheat  prices  in  I taly  were  higher  but  the 
market//as  quiet.    C z e ch o s  1  o vakia  showed  some  interest  in  good  foreign  wheat,' 
with  domestic  wheat  somewhat  neglected.    Ample  offers  of  wheat,  low  quality 
and  flour  mills  interested  only  in  the  best  quality  of  wheat  were  factors 
making  for  a  considerable  lower  market  in  Germany.    There  was  little  buying 
of  foreign  wheat  and  exports  were  almost  at  a  standstill.    The  spot  price  of 
domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  2  was  $1.32  compared  with  $1.37  a 
week  earlier.    Rye  was  $1.02  as  compared  with  $1.00  on  August  26.

Wheat  prices 

Prices  of  wheat  futures  at  most  of  the  principal  world  markets  trended 
downward  during  the  week  ended  September  5.    The  only  advance  recorded  was  that 
at  Minneapolis  where  September  futures  advanced  from  59  to  60  cents  per  bushel 
during  the  week.    At  Chicago,  September  futures  closed  at  46  cents  on  September 
4  as  compared  to  47  cents  a  week  earlier.    Kansas  City  futures  declined  from 
39  cents  on  August  29  to  38  cents  on  September  4.    At  Winnipeg  October  futures 
closed  on  September  4  at  53  cents  as  compared  with  54  cents  on  August  29.  Octo- 
ber futures  at  Liverpool  registered  a  decline  of  2  cents  from  56  cents  on 
August  29  to  54  cents  on  September  4.    At  Buenos  Aires,  October  futures  closed 
at  41  cents  per  bushel  on  September  4.      The  cash  price  average  for  spring  wheat 
during  the  week  ended  September  4  was  somewhat  above  that  of  the  previous  week. 
The  average  cash  price  of  other  wheat,  however,  declined  during  the  week. 
No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  at  Minneapolis  averaged 68  cents  during  the  week 
ended  September  4  as  compared  vdth  66  cents  for  the  previous  \veek.    No.  2  Amber 
Durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  from  75  cents  to  76  cents  per  bushel  during  the 
same  period.    No.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  declined  from  42  to  41  cents. 
#  ^ke  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  the  six  markets 
was  54  cents  the  samo  as  the  average  for  the  previous  week. 
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PEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

The  first  official  forecast  of  the  1931  corn  crop  in  Rumania  is 
230,302,000  bushels.    This  would  make  the  present  harvest  next  to  the  record 
production  of  1929  and  more  than  29  per  cent  larger  than  the  1930  crop.  The 
area  sown  was  reported  this  year  at  10,178,000  acres,  which  was  considerably 
below  the  acreage  of  the  past  three  years,  but  so  far  the  growing  conditions 
have  been  more  favorable.    The  total  production  in  the  4  European  countries 
so  far  reported  is  nearly  20  per  cent  above  that  of  1930.    See  tables  show- 
ing corn  acreage  and  production,  pages  447  and  448.    The  corn  crop  in 
eastern  Canada  was  reported  as  doing  well  at  the  beginning  of  September. 
The  condition  of  the  crop  in  Egypt  was  about  average  a t  the  end  of  August. 
See  tables  on  corn  exports  and  prices,  pages  449  and  450. 

Barley 

The  1931  barley  production  in  21  countries  so  far  reported  shows  a 
decrease  of  14.5  per  cent  from  that  of  last  year.    The  crop  in  the  15  Euro- 
pean countries  reported,  including  an  increase  of  about  400,000  bushels  in 
the  earlier  estimate  for  Yugoslavia,  is  7.7  per  cent  below  that  of  1930. 
See  barley  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages  447  and  448.    It  is  report- 
ed that  the  barley  crop  in  Poland  will  be  larger  than  that  of  last  year, 
although  no  definite  figures  are  yet  available.    See  tables  on  barley  trade 
and  prices,  pages  449  and  450. 

Oats 

The  1931  oats  crop  in  the  16  countries  so  far  reported  shows  a 
decrease  of  more  than  8  per  cent  from  that  of  last  year.    The  total  for  the 
12  European  countries  reported,  including  an  increase  of  nearly  600,000 
bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Yugoslavia,  now  stands  2.6  per  cent 
above  the  1930  production.    Sea  oats  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages 
447  and  418.    The  oats  crop  in  Poland  is  reported  to  be  larger  than  that  of 
last  year,  althov.gh  no  definite  estimate  has  been  issued.    See  tables  on 
barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  449  and  450. 


COTTOJT 

Liverpool  cotton  prices  lower 

Practically  all  cottons  were  priced  lower  at  Liverpool  on  September  ^ 
4  than  a  week  earlier.    American  middling  lost  most  of  the  gain  made  over 
levels  prevailing  on  August  21,  while  quotations  on  Indian  descriptions  were 
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relatively  weaker  than  the  American  staple.    Sales  of  American  cotton  for 
the  week  ended  September  4  recovered  from  the  decline  of  the  preceding 
week  to  equal  those  of  the  week  ended  August  21.    Manchester  advices  indi- 
cate a  reduced  demand  for  cloth,  with  business  for  the  week  at  lower  levels 
than  for  any  week  of  the  past  month.    Chinese  inquiries  had  fallen  off  and 
Indian  business  was  unimportant.    Bremen  reported  a  very  small  demand  for 
raw  cotton  during  the  week,  with  close  attention  given  to  competitive  prices. 
There  was  very  little  forward  buying  of  American  cotton  at  Havre .  See 
Liverpool  price  table,  page  451. 

World  cotton  mill  consumption  and  stocks 

.  The  world  mill  consumption  of  all  cotton  for  the  six  months  ended 
July  31,  1931  amounted  to  11,319,000  running  bales  compared  with  11,164,000 
bales  during  the  previous  six  months  and  12,007,000  bales  during  the  last 
half  of  1929-30,  according  to  reports  from  the  International  Federation  of 
Master  Cotton  Spinners'  and  Manufacturers'  Associations.    This  places  the 
total  consumption  for  the  1930-31  season  at  22,483,000  bales  compared  with 
25,209,000  bales  in  1929-30  and  25,882,000  bales  in  1928-29  or  a  decrease 
from  the  two  previous  seasons  of  10.8  and  13.1  per  cent  respectively. 
American  cotton  represented  48.5  per  cent  of  this  total  whereas  in  1929-30 
American  represented  51.7  per  cent  of  the  world  consumption.    The  total 
world  consumption  of  American  cotton  for  the  six  months  ended  July  31,  1931 
amounted  to  5,629,000  running  bales  compared  with  5,278,000  bales  during 
the  previous  six  months  and  5,940,000  bales  during  the  last  half  of  the 
1929-30  season.    The  total  consumption  of  American  cotton  for  the  1930-31 
season  was  10,907,000  "bales  compared  with  13,023,000  bales  in  1929-30, 
15,076,000  bales  in  1928-29  and  the  r ecord  consumption  of  15,780,000  bales 
in  1926-27.    This  was  a  decrease  of  16.2  and  27.7  per  cent  respectively  from 
the  1929-30  and  1928-29  seasons  and  was  30.9  per  cent  below  the  1926-27 
season. 

The  world  mill  stocks  of  American  cotton  on  August  1,  1931  amounted 
to  1,875,000  running  bales  compared  with  1,985,000  bales  12  months  earlier, 
a  decrease  of  110,000  bales  or  5.5  per  cent,  according  to  estimates  of  the 
International  Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners'  and  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciations.   The  stocks  of  American  on  August  1,  this  year  were  the  smallest 
of  any  year  since  1925.    Stocks  of  foreign  cotton  at  mills  on  August  1  were 
likewise  below  a  year  earlier,  amounting  to  2,447,000  running  bales  compared 
with  2,513,000  hales,  a  decrease  of  2.6  per  cent.    The  net  result  is  that 
the  total  mill  stocks  of  all  cotton  on  August  I  this  year  amounted  to 
4,322,000  running  bales  compared  with  4,498,000  on  August  1,  1930,  and 
4,863,000  bales  on  August  1,  1929,  or  a  decrease  this  year  of  3.9  and  11.1 
per  cent  respectively.    Mill  stocks  of  all  cotton  are  also  the  lowest  since 
the  beginning  of  the  1925-26  season. 
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THE  WOBLD  SITUATION  I1\T  CATTLE  AND  3SEE 

Outstanding  points  in  the  current  world  cattle  and  "beef  situation 
to  date  are;  (1)  Cattle  numbers  larger  than  last  year  in  North  America 
and  Europe  but  probably  smaller  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere;   (2)  Eeef  e::~ 
ports  from  the  most  exporting  countries  smaller  than  last  year;  (3)  Prices 
materially  lower  than  last  year  in  both  producing  and  consuming  countries. 

In  the  United  States,  demand  for  beef  continues  at  reduced  levels, 
with  total  slaughter  figures  running  slightly  larger  than  last  year.  During 
the  last  IS  months,  the  American  beef  cattle  industry  has  experienced  two 
of  the  sharpest  price  declines  on  record.  The  lowest  prices  of  the  past 
20  years  were  recorded  in  May  1931,  followed  by  some  recovery  in  more  re- 
cent months.  Imports  of  cattle  from  Canada  .and  Mexico  and  beef  from  Canada, 
New  Zealand  and  South  America  have  been  on  a  very  limited  scale  during  1931. 

In  Europe,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Prance  are  the  only  important  con- 
sumers of  Southern  Hemisphere  beef  recording  imparts  larger  so  far  in  1931 
than  in  1930.    In  the  United  Kingdom  practically  all  of  the  increase  has 
been  secured  from  Argentina  and  Australia.    London  prices  during  July  for 
the  Argentine  product  were  lower  than  for  any  July  since  1924.    France  also 
has  taken  more  Argentine  "beef  this  year.    In  other  continental  countries, 
however,  there  has  "been  a  restricted  outlet  for  overseas  beef.

Almost  all.  of  the  9  a/  countries  reporting  cattle  numbers'  for  1931 
show  increases  over  1930.    The  total  for  these  countries  this  year  is 
97,000,000  an  increase  of  1  per  cent  over  1930.    Numbers  in  the  United 
States  have  been  increasing  since  1923.    Cattle  numbers  in  34  b/  -countries 
reporting  for  1330  reached  178,000,000,  an  increase  of  3  per  cent  over 
1929  and  8  per  cent  over, the  pro-war  period.  .  Including  Russia  the  number 
was  231,000,000  compared  with  240,000,p00  in  1929. 

An  estimated  world  total  for  the  years  1926-3:930  places  cattle 
numbers  at  537  million,  an 'increase  of  3  per  cent  over  the  average  for  the 
years  1921-1925  cj  and  20  per  cent  above  the  pro-war  average.  Although 
world  numbers  show  an  increase  compared  with  1921-1925  it  appears  to  be 
principally  in  the  consuming  countries  of  Europe  and  in  Africa  and  Asia 
as  most  of  the  important  beef  exporting  countries  of  the  Southorn  Hemisphere 
show  decreases  compared  with  numbers  in  the  years  1921-1925.    There  was  a 
reduction  of  7  per  cent  in  the  number  in  iJofth.  America  compared  with  1921- 
1925,  and  a  reduction  of  1  per  cent  in  South  America  compared  with  the  some 
average.    7no'~number  of  cattle  in  Europe  excluding  Russia,  however,  appears 
to  have  reached  the  pre-war  level  of  103,000,000,  the  number  showing  an 
increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  1921-1925  average.    There  was  a  heavy 
slaughter  of  cattle,  as  well  as  of  other  livestock  in  Russia,  last  year  on 
account  of  the  opposition  of  peasants  to  entering  the  collective  farms. 
Cattle  numbers  decreased  20  per  cent,  falling"  from  67,200,000  to  53,800,000. 

Cattle  numbers  in  exporting  countries  '  < 

Mexico  and  Conada  supx^ly  most  of  the  live  cattle  imports  into  the 
United  States.    Canada  also  provides  a  fairly  large  percentage  of  the  small 
fresh  and  frozen  beef  imports.    Last  year  total  imports  of  live  cattle  into 
this  country  amounted  to  only  232,000,  a  decrease  of  54  per  cent  compared 
with  the  average  for  the  two  preceding  years.    Mexico,  which  furnished  74 
per  cent  of  the  total  reported  5,585,000  cattle  in  1926.    No  later  estimate 
is  available.    Canada.,  which  supplied  25  per  cent  of  the  live  cattle  imports 
into  the  United  States  in  1930,  reported  8,937,000  cattle  on  hand  an  in- 
crease of  1  per  cent  over  1925.  . Cattle  have  been  increasing  in  Canada 
since  1923  when  only  3,793,000  were  reported.

exports  of  live  cattle  to  this  couhtfy  exceeded  those  from  Mexico  "but  last 
year  receipts  from  Mexico  greatly  exceeded  those  from  Canada.    In  pre-war 
years  Mexico  Was  the  principal  source  of  live  cattle  imports  into  the 
United  States,  but  there  has  "been  a  falling  off  in  imports  of  "both  cattle 
and  beef  this  year  and  Canada  has  made  increased  shipments  to  England. 

New  Zealand  comes  next  to  Canada  in  supplying  fresh  and  frozen  beef 
to  the  United  States.    The  number  of  cattle  in  that  country  increased  9  per 
cent  in  1930  to  3,766,000.    Beef  from  Hew  Zealand  accounted  for  about  l/4 
of  the  imports  of  fresh,  frozen  and  pickled  or  cured,  beef  imported  into  the 
United  States  in  1930,  but  total  imports  from  that  source  have  dropped  sharp- 
ly in  recent  years.    Although  New  Zealand  has  a  comparatively  small  number 
of  cattle,  total  exports  of  beef  were  up  to  85,000,000  pounds  in  1928.  In 

1929  and  1930,  however,  they  averaged  only  45,000,000  pounds. 

The  June  1930  census  figures  for  Argentina,  which  supplies  the  bulk 
of  the  canned  beef  imports  into  the  United  States,  placed  cattle  numbers  at 
32,212,000,  a  decrease  of  13  per  cent  compared  with  the  official  figure  for 
December  1922  but  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over  the  June  1914  estimate. 
While  the  1930  and  1922  figures  are  not  strictly  comparable,  it  seems ( fairly 
certain  that  cattle  numbers  in  Argentina  were  larger  in  1922  or  1923  fcian 
they  are  now  and  that  since  that  time  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  decrease. 
In  June  1923,  the  number  in  3uenos  Aires  Province,  which  supports  about  36 
per  cent  of  the  total,  reached  18,500,000,  according  to  provincial  estimates, 
and  had  decreased  to  11,065,000  in  June  1929.    The  new  census  figure  for 

1930  places  the  number  in  that  province  at  11,511,000. 

Cattle  numbers  have  also  decreased  in  Uruguay  since  1924.    In  1930 
-the  census  placed  the  total  16  per  cent  below  that  of  the  1924  census.  The 
war  caused  a  rapid  rise  in  the  price  of  cattle  which  was  followed  by  more 
intensive  breeding.    Between  the  years  1915  and  1922  the  number  increased, 
in  spite  of  the  extraordinarily  high  exportation  of  meat  during  those  years. 
However,  the  crisis  in  1921  and  1922  caused  much  liquidation.    Cattle  num- 
bers in  Brazil  appear  to  be  on  the  increase  although  no  official  figures  are 
available  since  1920  when  the  number  was  estimated  at  34,000,000.    An  un- 
official estimate  places  numbers  in  1930  at  40,000,000. 

While  Australia  also  exports  a  considerable  amount  of  frozen  beef 
only  a  small  percentage  comes  to  the  United  States.    Cattle  numbers  in  that 
country  numbered  only  11,202,000  in  1930  and  have  been  declining  since  1921 
when  they  were  estimated  at  14,441,000.    Cattle  numbers  in  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  a  potential  beef  exporting  country,  have  also  been  increasing 
each  year  and  were  estimated  at  10,696,000  in  1929.    The  bulk  of  the  beef 
exports  from  that  country  go  to  Italy.  i

United  States . 

The  total  number  of  cattle  on  farms  and  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States  was  estimated  at  58,955,000  for  1931.     This  was  an  increase  over 
the  4  preceding  years  but  a. decrease  compared  with  the  average  of 
31,044,000  for  the  years  1921-25  and  36,627,000  the  average  for  the 
years  1916-20.     The  estimated  number  of  cattle  on  feed  in  the  Corn  Belt 
on  August  1  was  13  per  cent  smaller  than  on  that  date  in  1930.    The  States 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River  as  a  group  had  16  per  cent  less  than  a  year 
ago  and  the  States  west  of  the  river  had  11  per  cent  less.    Feeders  re- 
ported a  considerable  decrease  from  last  year  in  the  proportion  of  cattle 
weighing  over  lflOO  pounds    and  this  is  now  being  reflected  in  current 
marketings . 

Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  during  the  first  7  months  of  1931, 
amounting  to  4,612,000  head,  was  0.8  per  cent  larger  than  during  those 
months  of  1930,  but  was  smaller  than  that  of  any  other  corresponding 
period  since  1922.    Calf  slaughter  during  the  first  ,  7  months  of  1931 
totaled,  2,816,000  head  and  was  4.4  per  cent  larger  than  during  the  cor- 
responding period  of  last  year.    Average  weights  of  both  cattle  and  calves 
were  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  total  live  weight  of  cattle  and 
calves  slaughtered  was  2  per  cent  larger. 

Although  cattle  slaughter  during  the  first,  half  of  1931  was  not 
greatly  different  from  that  of  a  year  earlier,  the  slaughter  of  steers  was 
considerably  larger  and  the  slaughter  of  cows  and  heifers  was  considerably 
smaller.    Steer  slaughter,  amounting  to  2,151,000  head,  was  8.7  per  cent 
larger  than  during  the  first  half  of  1930  and  was  the  largest  for  those 
months  since  1927.    Slaughter  of  cows  and  heifers,  amounting  to  1,625,000 
head,  was  6.4  per  cent  under  that  of  the  first  half  of  1930  and  was  the 
smallest  in  the  9  years  for  which  these  data  are  available. 

The  decline  in  prices  of  beef  steers  at  Chicago  from  July  1930  to 
July  1931  amounted  to  $2.66  tot  choice  and  prime  grades,  $2.21  for  good 
grade,  $1.71  for  medium  grade  and  $1.41  for  common  grade.    During  the  same 
period  stocker  and  feeder  steer  prices  declined  $1.52  and  the  decline  in 
prices  of  slaughter  cattle  other  than  steers  ranged  from  $1.50  to  $2.50. 
The  price  spread  between  common  and  choice  steers  during  July  1931  was  $2.21 
compared  with  $3.46  during  July  1930  and  was  the  smallest  for  that  month  in 
many  years. 

Tne  average  price  of  slaughter  cattle  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1931  was  $6.61  as  compared  with  $9.74  in  1930  and  $11.04  in  1929.  The 
average  price  of  calves  was  $7.88  in  the  first  half  of  1931  compared  with 
$10.85  in  1930  and  $13.17  in  1929. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  T$  CATTLE  AID  BEEE,  CONT'D 

The  weak  consumer  demand  for  "beef  and  veal  which  prevailed  through- 
out 1930  suffered  a.  further  decline  during  the  first  half  of  1931.    A  con- 
tinuation of  the  low  level  of  "business  activity,  and  the  decline  in  the 
general  price  level,  and  in  prices  of  competing  meats  were  the  chief  con- 
tributing factors  to  this  lower  level  of  demand.    Per  capita  con-sumption  of 
Federally  inspected  beef  and  veal  during  the  first  6  months  of  1931  of  18.9 
pounds  was  practically  the  same  as  that  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1930. 
Prices  of  cattle  and  beef  on  the  other  hand,  were  materially  lower.  The 
average  reduction  between  the  two  periods  amounted  to  7.3  cents  per  pound 
or  about  19  per  cent  in  the  retail  prices  of  all  grades  of  steer  beef  at 
Hew  Yo^k,  6  cents  per  pound  or  30  per  cent  in  the  wholesale  prices  of  such 
beef,  and  3.9  cents  per  pound  or  30  per  cent  in  live  steer  prices  at  Chicago. 

Demand  for  feeder  cattle  this  year  has  also  been  somewhat  below  that 
of  the  first  half  of  1930.    During  each  of  the  first  6  months  of  this  year 
inspected  shipments  of  feeder  cattle  were  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  1930,  the  decrease  for  the  period  amounting. to  about  70,000  head 
or  approximately  20  per  cent.    The  ratio  of  inspected  feeder    shipments  to 
total  receipts  at  public  stockyards  decreased  from  10.7  during  the  first 
half  of  1930  to  9.6  in  the  first  half  of  1931. 

Cattle  imports  into  the  United  States  totaled  50,000  head  for  the 
first  6  months  of  1931,  compared  with  199,000  a  year  ago.    Of  the  1931 
total,  40,000  came  from  Mexico  and  10,000  from  Canada. 

Records  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  show  that  from  January  1  to 
June  30,  1931,  canned  beef  inspected  for  entry  into  the  United  States,  de- 
creased 27,992,000  pounds  or  about  70.0  per  cent,  compared  with  the  first 
6  months  of  1930. 

Total  imports  of  fresh  and  frozen  beef  into  the  United  States  during 
the  first  6  months  of  1931  were  little  less  than  one-fifth  as  large  as 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1930,  amounting  to  1,399,000  pounds  this 
year,  compared  with  7,361,000  last. 

Canada  and  Uew  Zealand  are  the  leading  sources  of  fresh  and  frozen 
beef  imported  into  the  United  States,  but  the  volume  of  such  imports  from 
these  countries  is  less  than  one-seventh  of  that  of  a  year  ago.    Cuba  has 
sent  some  beef  to  the  United  States  recently,  but  the  total  for  the  first 
6  months  of  1931  was  less  than  50,000  pounds.

Canada . 

During  the  first  5  months  of  the  current  year  live  cattle  and  calf 
exports  from  Canada  fell  off  considerably.    Of  the  smaller  total  exports 
of  adult  cattle  a  larger  percentage  has  gone  to  England  than  to  the  United 
States,  the  reverse  of  conditions  from  1926  to  1930.    Total  exports,  to  En-  . 
gland  up  to  August  20  this  year  reached  14,485  whereas  last  year  experts  to 
that  country  for  the  entire  year  were  only  5,000  head.    In  1925,  cattle  ex- 
ports to  England  reached  111,000  head.  '. ,  . 

Live  cattle  exports  to  the  United  States  for  the  first  5  months  of 
1931  were  only  one-sixth  of  the  exports  during  the  same  period  of  1930..  Ex- 
ports cf  live  cattle  to  this  country  increased  from  93,000  in  1926  to  . 
204,000  in  1927,  averaged  about  163,000  for  the  years  1928  and  1929  and. 
dropped  to  19,000  in  1930.    The  export  of  calves  practically  all  of  .which 
come  to  the  United  States  fell  from  91,000  in  1929  to  36,000  in  1930  and 
for  the  first  5  months  of  1931  numbered  only  2,000  compared  with  18,0.00. 
during  the  same  period  of  1930.  ... 

Beef  shipments  to  the  United  States  for  the  first  5  months  of  1931 
amounted  to  only  146,000  pounds  compared  with  3,801,000  for  the  same  period 
cf  193Q--J    !Eii»"  yccx'l .  123 ,000  pounds  went  to  the  United  Kingdom  whereas  last 
year  there  were  no  shipments  to  that  country  for  the  same  period.    Beef  im- 
ports into  Canada  from  all  countries  during  the  same  period  fell  from  1,902,- 
000  pounds  in  1930  to  282,000  pounds  in  1931.    During  the  past  4  years  total 
beef  exports  from  Canada  fell  from  57,000,000  pounds  to  8,000,000  pounds 
while  beef  imports  rose  from  250,000  pounds  to  5,000,000  in  1929  and  fell 
to  4,000,000  pounds  in  1930. 

The  movement  of  cattle  to  Canadian  markets  began  to  show  a  seasonal 
increase  in  August  and  prices  for  good  and  choice  steers  were  steady  on  all 
major  markets,  but  common  to  medium  grades  were  hard  to  move  at  lower  prices 
according  to  the  Canadian  Government  market  report.    The  bulk  of  the  supply 
was  made  up  of  those  grades  and  it  was  suggested  that  unless  conditipn.3. 
forced  them  out  thin  cattle  of  good  type  should  be  held  back,  particularly 
if  warranted  by  local  feeding  conditions.    Good  and'  choice  beef  steers  over 
1,050  pounds,  sold  at  an  average  price  of  $6.42  per  ICQ'  pounds  at  Toronto 
during  the  week  ended  August  20,  while  fed  calves  moved  between  $6.50  and 
$9.00  under  good  demand.    During  July,  good  and  choice  beef  steers  over 
1,050  averaged  $6.02  per  100.  pounds  at  Toronto ' compared  with  $5.85  in  Juno 
1931  and  $8.13  in  July  1930. 

Sales  at  Stock  yards  up  to  the  end  of  July  1931  amounted  to  510,000  ■ 
cattle  and  calves  an  increase  of  6  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1930,. 
Inspected  slaughter  up  to  July  27  reached  565,000  cattle  and  calves  compared 
with  570,000  up  to  the  end  of  July  1930.

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Mexico 

The  northern  states  of  Mexico  have  formerly  marketed  a  considerable 
number  of  unfinished  cattle  in  the  United  States.  This  year,  however,  ex- 
ports as  represented  by  imports  into  the  United  States  from  that  country, s 
have  declined  sharply.  •.„  . 

Imports  of  Mexican  cattle  into  the  United  States  for  the  first  6 
months  of  1931  amounted  to  only. 40,000  or  about  ~  of  the  number  shipped  to 
this  country  during  the  same  period  of  1950.    Before  the  war,  i.e.  during 
the  years  1909-1913  imports  from  Mexico  were  240,000  and  during  the  years 
1927-29  averaged  218,000.    In  1930,  however,  the  number  decreased  to 
172,000.    Of  the  northern  states  marketing  feeder  cattle  in  the  United 
States  Sonora  and  Chihuahua  were  the  principal  ones.    The  ranges,  in  the, 
principal  livestock  producing  regions  were  reported  as  Excellent  towards 
the  end  of  the  summer  with  livestock  in  good  condition.    There  is,  however, 
only  a  small  movement  of  cattle"  to  the  United  States  through  Ciudad  Juarez 
and  Las  Palomas  in  Chihuahua  and  Piedras  Negras  in  Coahuila. 

In  June  1931,  the  cattle  industry  in  the  state  of  Chihuahua  began 
to  show  considerable  improvement.    Cattlemen      reported  ranges  in  better 
condition  than  for  years,  and  cattle  were  f attening  well,  states  Consul 
Blocher  at  Ciudad  Juarez.    The  calf  crop  was  expected  to  be  excellent. 
Cattle  numbers  in  that  state  numbered  398,000  -in~~L926~-but •  ift-1910  it  is 
reported  that  there  were  a  million  or  a  million  and  .a  half  on  the  ranges  of 
the  state.    Some  yearlings  were  shipped  to  the  United  States  this  spring, 
and  some  purchases  of  American  pure  bred  stock  have  been  reported,  Hereford 
stock  being  favored.  ;  ' 

While  range  conditions  were  fairly  favorable  this  spring  and  s\irx:er' 
in  parts  of  northern  Sonora,  in  some  sections,  there' was  insufficient  rain- 
fall which  caused  some  losses  from  feed  shortage.    At  present,  there  is  no 
demand  for  Sonora  cattle  and  ranchmen  have  been  unable  to  dispose  of  their 
surplus  stock,  except  in  limited  numbers  for  local  consumption,  states 
Consul  Yost  at  ITogales.    During  the  first  half  of  1930  Sonora  sent  71,000 
cattle  to  the  United  States  while  none  were  shipped  during  the  same  period 
of  1931.    Shipments  from  that  state  to  the  United  States  reached  over  100,- 
000  in  1928  and  1929.    Numbers  in  Sonora  were  estimated  at  483,000  in  1926.

Argentina 

Slaughter  at  Argentina  freezing  and  chilling  plants  for  January-- 
June,  1931,  fell  13  per  cent  "below  the  same  period  of  1930.    Purchases  by  such 
plants  for  the  first  half  of  1931  amounted  to  .1,217,000 a  drop 'of  13  per 
cent  from  the  purchases  made  in  the  corresponding. months  of  1930.    In  May, 
1931,  packing  companies  agreed  to  pay  $4.08 .per, 100 .pounds  instead  of  $3.98, 
the  price  then  ruling  for  prime  chilled  "beef,  steers  delivered  at  companies 
plants.    The  agreement  was  made  in  response  to. representations  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  behalf  of  the  livestock  industry,  states  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  C.L.,  Luedtke.    The  price  demanded  by  livestock  pro- 
ducers was  $4.22  per  100  pounds.    The  average  price  paid  for  steers,  bulls 
and  oxen  per  hundred  pounds  by  freezing,  ampanies  was  $4.00  per  hundred  pounds 
for  the  first  6  months  of  this  year  ompared  with  $5.41  last  year  for  the  same 
period.    Cattle  receipts  at  Liniers  market,  the  principal  cattle  market  of 
Argentina,  during  the  first  6  months  of  1931  were  19.1  per  cent  below  those 
of  the  same  period  last  year.    Slaughtering  at  this  market  for  the  first  4 
months  of  the  year,  mostly  for  domestic  assumption,  decreased  9.2  per  cent 
compared  with  the  same  period  of  1930, 

Luring  the  first  5  months  of  1931  Argentina  exported  465,000,000 
pounds  of  beef,  a  decrease  of  6  per  cent  compared  with  the  same  period  of 
1930.    The  exports  mentioned  here  are  larger  than  those  in  the  table  on  page 
437  since  the  table  covers  only  4  months  January-April.    Of  the  above  quantity 
322,000,000  pounds  or  69.2  per  cent  was  chilled,  an  increase  of  4  per  cent 
over  1930.    Canned  beef  exports  declined  40  per  cent,  amounting  to  only 
46,000,000  pounds.    An  important  share  of  the  reduced  exports'  of  canned  beef 
is  the  result  of  smaller  takings  by  the  United  States. 

•  .Slaughter  of  cattle  in  Argentina  has  been  declining  for 'the  "past  4 
years.-    In  1930  total  slaughter  in  packing  plants  and  in  Liniers  market 
amounted  to  only  3,776,000  compared  with  "4,659,000  in  1927  and  an  average 
of  4,500,000  during  the  4  years  1923-1926.    Including  municipal  and -private 
slaughter,  killings  averaged  7,111,000 .during,  the  same  4  years  and  dropped 
to  6,121,000  in  1928,  no  later  estimates  are  available  for  municipal  and 
private  slaughter  houses.    Annual  per  capita  consumption  of  "beef 'in  the 
Federal  District  of  Buenos  Aires  was  officially  estimated  at ' 251  pounds 
for  1929  which  was  smaller  than  for  any  year  since  1922  with  the  exception 
of  246  pounds  in  1926. 

Exports  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef  have  been  declining  since  1927, 
when  1,550,000,000  pounds  were  exported.    In  1930  exports  of  that  type  of 
meat  totaled  only  979,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  7  per  cent  compared 
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with  1929.  On  the  other  hand  exports  of  canned  or  preserved  beef  increased 
from  81,000,000  pounds  in  1922  to  152,000,000  pounds  in"  1928  and  fell  again 
to  138,000,000  pounds  in  1930. 

The  decline  in  "beef  exports  in  recent  years  now  appears  to  have 
been  in  part  the  result  'of  smaller  cattle  numbers.'  According  to  the  June 
1930  census,  ^cattle  numbered  only  32,212,000  as  compared  with  37,065,000 
in  December~i922.    Of  the  total  number  enumerated. in  1930,  10,000,000  were 
breeding  cows  over  2  years  old.    Yearling  steers. and  steers  over  2  years  old 
were  estimated  at  6,000,000..   The  principal  breed  was- the  shorthorn,  which 
numbered  18,000,000.    Of  the  total" number  reported  for  1930,  more  than  67 
per  cent  are  located  in  the  so-called  "Central  Region"  which  includes  the 
provinces  of  Buenos  Aires,  La  pampa  Territory,  Santa  Fe,  Cordoba  and  Entre 
Rios.

Increased  business  with  the  United  Kingdom  raised  Australian  beef 
exports  for  the  first  quarter  of  1931  53.8  per  cent  above  corresponding 
1930  figures.    Exports  to  the  United  States,  however,  were  only  a  fraction 
of  the  1930  volume.    New  Zealand,  however,  has  been  sending  less  beef  this 
year  than  last  to  practically  all  important  markets.    In  South  Africa  ex- 
ports have  increased  in  recent  years  but  the  foreign  market  outlet  remains 
restricted.
